Westfield  has  a  lately  organized  Fin- 
Department  which  is  equipped  with  a 
“Little  Giant"  engine.  We  notieo  in  j 
the  local  paper  of  that  place,  an  accountT 
of  the  first  performance  of  the  engine  ut 
a  fire  in  the  neighboring  village  of  Cran-  (  toJUVIh 
ford,  where  good  service  was  rendered. 

Like  Bloomfield,  Cranford  was  without 
any  protection  from  fire,  and  before  the 
company  which  had  been  smunioued 
from  Westfield,  could  arrive,  Miller  s 
Hall  and  several  out-buildings  were  des¬ 
troyed.  involving  a  loss  of  $13,600.  This 
occurred  soon  after  midnight  on  the  11th 
lilt.  The  Westfield  Townsman  says  :  f 

“The  boys  rau  the  truck  down  by 
hand,  in  20  minutes,  and  five  minutes  af¬ 
ter  their  arrival  had  a  well-directed  stream 
of  water  from  the  “Little  Giaut”  on  the 
burning  buildings,  which  soon  placed 
the  fire  under  their  control.  The  “Little  I 
Giant"  worked  splendidly,  and  more  than 
performed  the  worked  claimed  for  it  ;  if 
Cranford  had  possessed  one  of  these  eu- 
gines  we  feel  confident  that  the  fire  could 
havel>een  eouficed  to  the  building  where  ) 
it  commenced.  The  fire  did  not  spread 
any  farther  after  the  arrival  of  the  West- 
field  Company,  although  a  large  two- 
story  dwelling,  which  stood  betweeu  the  ! 
fire  and  a  row  of  frame  houses,  was  scor¬ 
ched  to  blistering  and  was'  only  saved  by 
bard  work..  To  obtain  water  in  a  suffi¬ 
cient  quantity  to  work  the  “Little  Gaint" 
efficiently,  a  line  had  to  be  formed  from 
the  burning  buildings  down  to  the  Creek, 

(known  as  the  Rahway  River)  and  after 
a  short,  pithy  oration  Foreman  Clark 
and  Assistant  Little  succeeded  in  pre¬ 
vailing  upon  the  youth  of  Cranford  to 
vacate  their  roosting  place  on  a  rail  fence 
near  by, and  assist  the  Department  to  pass 
wafer.  The  citizens  of  Cranford  unite 
in  expressing  their  warm  appreciation  of 
the  services  rendered  by  onr  Fite  Com¬ 
pany.  aud  the  members  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  feel  proud  that  the  first  time  their 
services  were  required  they  have  proved 
so  valuable.”

The  Celluloid  Works,  in  Mechanic 
street,  Newark,  were  destroyed  by  fire 
on  Wednesday  evening,  a  terrific  explo¬ 
sion  taking  place  caused  by  the  igniting 
of  highly  combustible  material  employed 
iu  the  manufactory.  The  two  top  floors 
were  lifted  as  if  by  an  earthquake  and 
thrown  into  the  street,  several  of  the 
workmen  who  had  been  warned  being 
hurled  out  und  severly  injured  as  tbpy 
were  attempting  to  escape.  Hugh  Car¬ 
ney,  a  plnmber,  who  was  at  work  in  the 

building  at  the  time  of  the  catastrophe, 
has  not  been  seen  since,  nor  has  he  re¬ 
turned  home,  and  hence  it  is  confidently 
belieyed  that  be  lost  his  life.  His  body 
has  not  been  recovered.  *  The  total  loss 
is  now  estimated  at  $160,000.  of  which 
the  Celluloid  Company  loses  $100,000. 

There  seems  to  be  a  universal  expres¬ 
sion  of  iudiguation  among  citizens 
against  the  parties  who  are  r  sponsible 
for  using  such  dangerous  material  as  cel¬ 
luloid  bas  proved  to  be  in  such  a  crowd¬ 
ed  neighborhood.  It  is  alleged  that  the 
materials  are  the  same  as  gun  cotton  and 
that  the  celluloid  when  mauuf&ctured,  is 
highly  inflammable. 

The  Paterson  Board  of  Aldermen  bas 
appointed  a  committee  to  consider  the 
advisabiliUtj  of  building  water  works 
for  the  city  and  report  plans  for  the 
same. 

The  Common  Council  of  Orange  have 
removed  Chief  Engineer  Fell,  of  theFi.e 
Department,  for  alleged  insubordination, 
and  have  appointed  Thomas  Honop  to 
fill  the  vacancy. 

A  new  and  dangerous  disease  has  made 
its  appearance  among  the  horses  in 
Elizabeth,  termed  *  sun- bleak  ”  The 
animal,  as  soon  as  attacked,  becomes 
limp  and  stupid,  refuses  food,  and  finally 
dies.
